The inventions listed as Groups I- ID do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 
13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
1-19, drawn to a method of identifying a candidate beta catening modulating agent. 
20-22, drawn to a method of modulating pathway activity 
23-25, drawn to a method for diagnosing a disease 

The first claimed invention (claims 1-19) is drawn to a method of identifying a candidate beta catenin modulating agent. The first 
invention fails to share a technical feature with the other claimed inventions: claims 20-22, drawn to a method of modulating beta catenin 
pathway with an agent that binds PLK, and claims 23-25, drawn to a method for diagnosing a disease using a probe for PLK expression. 
Methods II and IH do not share method steps with Invention I, and PLK polypeptides or nucleic acids are not required as for Invention I. 
Therefore, unity of invention is lacking.
